THIS IS THE SECOND NOTIFICATION OF NON-COMPLIANCE WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF 37 CFR 1.192(c) 

The brief does not contain a statement of the status of all the claims, pending or canceled, and identify the claims appealed as required 
by 37 CFR 1.192(c)(3). Applicants have not provided a concise statement of the status of the claims, but rather a history of the 
prosecution which has nothing to do with the claims on appeal. Applicants must clearly state which claims are canceled, which claims 
are withdrawn, which claims are rejected, which claims or objected to, and which claims are allowed. 

The brief does not contain a concise statement of the issues presented for review as required by 37 CFR 1.1 92(c)(6). Applicants have 
not provided a concise statement of the issues on Appeal. Whether the Examiner used Gosselin properly is not the issue. The issue is 
"whether Claims 22-25 and 27-37 are obvious under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gosselin et al. (US? 5,789,441 ; 
priority to Februaly 1 5, 1996)", for exanrqjle.
